If 
the Germans really desire a settlement, 
they must abandon their futile policy of 
reprisals. If the, dislike the Allies’ 
“sanctions,’ they can get rid of them 
to-morrow, but neither “ bluff’ nor bluster 


a machine that is described as a combined 
land-ship, miniature liner, and submarine.
